BATTLE OF BUENA VISTA. 


We copy from the New Orleans Delta of the 


27th ult., the following interesting nanativcof 
the battle of Buena Yiita. 
It contains incidents 


of the most thrilling interest : 


Wo had the pleasure of an interview 


yesterday with i\Jaj. Coffee, of tho army, 
who brought ovr-r Gen. Taylor's de- 
spatches. 
This gallant officer—son of 


the distinguished general who fought so 
bravely on the plains of Chalmette, and 
in various other battles, by the side of 
ihe illustrious Jackson—acted as the aid 
of General Taylor in the bloody fight at 
Buena Vista. 
We are greatly indebted 


to him for many particulars of this hard- 
fouoht battle. 


Gen. Taylor had fallen in love, at first 


sight, wilh the position at which he fi- 
nally made his stand—at Buena Vista. 
His movement towards Agua Nueva was 
merely a ritse to decoy tho enemy into 
the field which he had selected for his 
baltle ground. 
As soon as M'Culloch's 


men, who were invaluable as scouts, in- 
formed him of Santa Anna's approach lo 
Agua Nueva, Grri. Taylor quietly broke 
up his camp, and fell back to his first- 
love— Buena Vista. 
This position was 


admirably chosen. 
It was at the foot of 


a mountain, or rather of two mountains, 
between which ran the road through a 
narrow valley. 
On his right there was a 


deep ravine, which protected that flank 
more effectually than half a dozen regi- 
ments could have done.

terly indifferent to the perils of his posi- 
tion, there sat the old chief, on his con- 
spicuous white horse, peering through 
his spy glass at the long lines of Mexi- 
can troops that could be seen at a great 
distance on the march. 
The persuasions 


of his aids could not induce him to aban- 
don his favorable point for observation, 
nor to give up his old white horse. 
To 


the suggestion of his staffthat old whitey 
was rather too conspicuous a charger for 
the commander, he replied, "that the old 
fellow had missed the fun at Monterey, 
on account of a sore foot, and he was de- 
termined he should have his share this 
time." 


At sunrise on the 23d February, the 


bailie began in earnest. 
The Mexicans 


were drawn out in immense numbers. 
The dark columns of infantry extended 
as far as the eye could reach, and the cav- 
alry seemed to cover the whole view 
with their interminable lines. 
At inter- 


vals between the infantry and cavalry, 
their bio- guns, strongly protected by a 
large artillery force, kept up an incessant 
cannonade against our lines. 
Their for- 


ces were soon in motion. 
Our artillery 


was thrown forward to meet them, pro- 
tected by the volunteers. 
Gen. Wool 


Jed the main body in person, nnd was 
seen every where, rallying and encour- 
agLg the volunteers. The two armies 
were soon engaged in hot conflict. 
The 


broken nature of the ground divided the 
forces, so thai instead of one general en- 
gagement, the regiments were compelled 
in a great mcasuto to light on their own 
hook. 
Our officers were always in the, 


advance, leading their tioops—hence the 
great mortality among them. 


In tins general inr.lce, one of our small 


regiments, of-JOO men, would be attacked 
by a whole Mexican brigade of several 
thousand. 
Thus the Kentucky infantry 


was attacked at the foot of a hill, in a 
deep ravine, by an immense force of the 
enemy. 
A large number of the officers 


were killed here—among them was Col. 
McKue, who fell badly wounded, and 
was immediately despatched by the ene- 
my, who pierced him with their bayon- 
ets as he lay on his back on lhe ground^ 
Lieut. Col. Clay was shot through the 
thigh, and being unable to walk, was 
taken up and curried some distance by 
some of his men, but owing lo the steep- 
ness of the hill, lhe men finding it very 
difficult to carry him, and the enemy in 
great numbers pressing upon them, the 
gallant Lieut. Colonel begged them to 
leave, him and take care of themselves. 
Forced to leave him on the field, the last 
that was seen of this noble young officer 
he was lying on his back, fighting with 
his sword the enemy, who were stabbing 
him with their bayonets. 
The veteran 


Cdpt. Wm, S. Willis, of the same rerji- 
rneril, al the head of his company, with 
three KlnUvarl sons who foughl at his 
side, was badly wounded, but still con- 
tinued the fight until he was overcome 
with ihe loss of blood. 


In the meantime, the Indiana brigade, 


who were drawn out and ordered to 
charge the enemy, were seized wilh a 
panic, and displaying some hesitation, 
AssisUinl Adjutant Gen. Lincoln rushed 
to theirfronl, and whilst upbraiding them 
for their cowardice, was shot, several 
balls passing through his body. 
In jus- 


lice to Ihis briqade il should be slated, 
that they subsequently rallied, and fully 
redeemed their reputation by the most 
gallant and effective fighting. 


Col. Ilardin led the Illinoisians in very 


handssome style, and the sturdy "suck- 
ers'" fought like lions. 
Their inlrepid 


Colonel fell wounded, and experienced 
the fale of Colonels McKce and Clay, 
and was killed by lhe enemy—not, how- 
ever, before he had killed one of the 
cowardly miscreants with a pisloi, which 
lie fired u hil.*t lying on the giound. 


Col. Yell led, the foremost man, a 


charge of his mounted volunteers against 
a large body of lancers, and was killed 
by a lance, which entered his mouth and 
tore off one- f-idu of his face. 


The 
Miisissippinns, the heroes of 


Monteiey, aficr doing hard duly as skir- 
mishers, were ordered into line lo receive 
a charge of cavalry, which they did wilh, 
their rifles, delivering at the same time u 
most destructive fire among the crowded 
columns of cavalry.
